the Clearfield creek bridge

November, wa%? before the court yes- 
terday and entered a plea of guilty 
to the charge of carrying concealed 
deadly weapons. Sentence was sus- 
pended on the defendant's promise to 
leave Clearfield county. 


The shooting at the creek bridge in 


which one man was killed and 
an- 


other 
severely 
injured, 
occurred 


early in the evening. The three sus- 
pects were supposed to have gotten 
away from Clearfield on Lake Shore 
freight. The DuBois police were no 
tified and searched the train upon 
its arrival in that city. They did not 
succeed in locating the suspects on 
the train, but after 
the train had 


pulled out three strange men were 
seen leaving the vicinity of the rail- 
road yard. When the officers called 
on these men 
to 
stop 
they 
ran 


away instead. The policemen openea 
fire and the suspects returned the 
fire. Aften an exchange of some 20 
or 30 shots Harrassin was captuerd 
with a bullet wound in his liip. He 
was I taken to the 
DuBois Hospital 


and later brought to jail here. 


Harrassin1 denied all knowledge of 


the crime but admitted having 
ar- 


rived in DuBois on the Lake 
Shore 


from Clearfield.
